Exports of manufactures in May were larger than 
in any earlier month in the history of our export trade, 
and for the full fiscal year 1910 will be larger than in 
any earlier fiscal year. The total value of manufac- 
tures exported in the month of May was 71 million 
dollars, including in this term both manufactures ready 
for consumption and manufactures for further use in 
manufacturing, and for the 11 months ended with 
May amounted to 699 million dollars, indicating that 
June, the twelfth month of the year, will certainly 
bring the record for the fiscal year 1910 above that of 
any of its predecessors. The total value of manufac- 
tures exported in the full fiscal year 1907 was 740 mil- 
lion dollars ; in 1908, 750 million ; in 1909, 671 million, 
and for the fiscal year 1910 seems likely to materially 
exceed the high record of 1908. Should the June ex- 
ports of manufactures equal those of May, the total for 
the fiscal year 1910 would amount to 770 million dol- 
lars. In the 11 months ended with May manufactures 
form 44 per cent of the exports, a materially higher 
percentage than in any earlier year. Not only will 
the value of manufactures exported in 1910 exceed that 
of any earlier year, but the value of manufacturers’ 
materials imported will also be larger than in any 
earlier year. The total value of manufacurers’ ma- 
terials imported in the 11 months ended with May is 
793 million dollars, and for the month of May 65 mil- 
lion, indicating that the total for the full year will be 
fully 850 million dollars, against 751 million in 1907, 
the former high record year.

Abroad. = surance. The commission will sail on 
July 14. 

The investigation will extend over three or four 
months and the itinerary will include the important 
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manufacturing centers of Germany, Austria, France, 
England, Switzerland, Italy and Norway. The com- 
mission has divided the subject into four parts 
and will view conditions from the humani- 
tarian, legal, economic and indemnity insurance sides. 
Arrangements have been made in advance with experts 
in the centers to be visited, and these experts will assist 
the investigators. 

Every manufacturer, and in fact, every employer and 
employe in the country, is directly and personally in- 
terested in the prevention of accidents. Authorities 
who have given industrial conditions in the United 
States and in European countries careful study, assert 
that 500,000 workers are annually incapacitated or 
killed in the United States, and that half of this num- 
ber might be saved by such preventive methods as are 
in general use in the industries of Germany. They 
figure that such prevention would save the nation 
$125,000,000 annually. 

Everybody ought to be familiar with the methods 
by which modern fire protection has been reduced to 
a science. Co-operation between insurance companies 
and the insured has reduced fire hazards and rates of 
insurance in many cases from 50 to go per cent, it is 
stated. The fire prevention expert is an important 
factor in bringing about such reduction, and this same 
principle has been adopted by European nations for 
prevention of industrial accidents. 

German manufacturers’ associations devote their 
greatest energy to training of accident prevention ex- 
perts. Prizes are offered continually for the best safety 
devices to stimulate inventions. Central bureaus— 
museums—are maintained in various cities, where 
manufacturers may go to learn how to avoid killing 
or maiming those who work in their shops, fac- 
tories, mines, fields, railways, buildings and ships.

it on many great war vessels. 

Railroad locomotives in the far West and South- 
west very gentrally use oil as fuel. The Harvard 
and the Yale, the two fast turbine steamers of the 
Metropolitan line that ply regularly between New 
York and Boston, were recently equipped with facili- 
ties for burning oil as fuel. Its trial on those boats 
has given satisfaction. The loading of fuel by 
pumping can be performed in an hour, whereas the 
transferring of coal from barges to a ship requires 
many hours of exhausting labor. 

Where oil is used the services of stokers are dis- 
pensed with and fewer firemen are needed. Oil can 
be stored, ton for ton, in about 61 per cent of the space 
required for coal, and a ton of oil counts for much 
more in heat-producing power than a ton of coal. The 
cost of oil is somewhat higher than that of coal, but 
the saving in labor of handling offsets the higher cost 
of the fuel itself. 

The advantage of oil as fuel for vessels, especially 
those of the navy and high-grade passenger ships, are 
so obvious that it will be surprising if it is not gen- 
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erally adopted in the next few years. One drawback, 
however, makes some naval authorities reluctant to 
substitute oil for coal on warships. Full coal bunkers 
are of immense value in protecting the vitals of a 
fighting vessel from hostile shells.

the a wheat-growing country? Possibly, she 

has not been fully awakened herself 
to what she is doing in that line. But here is the 
prosy reading of the last crop report by the Bureau 
of Statistics in the United States Agricultural De- 
partment projecting the information that 24% per cent 
of the country’s winter wheat area is in the Southern 
States and that, with Missouri included, more than 30 
per cent of the winter wheat area is so situated. Some- 
thing better than that, too. This report also shows 
that on June 1 the average condition of this crop in the 
Southern States was eighty-seven points, exclusive of 
Missouri, while Kansas shows an average condition 
of only sixty-seven points. The West must look to 
her laurels in this matter of wheat-growing. 

And, as if wonders would never cease where the 
South is concerned, it now appears ftom the latest for- 
eign-commerce report by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor that exports from the Gulf ports for 1909 
increased 110 per cent from those of 1899; meantime 
the increase in exports from the Atlantic ports was 
only 12% per cent. Of the seventeen Atlantic ports 
showing either large or small increases during the ten 
years, seven are Southern ports. The greatest in- 
crease in exports made by any one of the seven was 
$26,870,584 at Savannah, Georgia, showing a growth 
of more than III per cent over 1899. The greatest 
proportionate increase was made by the St.. Johns, 
Florida, district (Jacksonville), which showed an in- 
crease of over 700 per cent. The other noteworthy 
increases were Wilmington, North Carolina, 170 per 
cent; Fernandina, Florida, 102 per cent; and Bruns- 
wick, Georgia, 42 per cent. Another matter worthy 
of cheerful consideration is that, whereas in 1899 the 
exports from the Gulf ports equaled only 22 per cent 
of the exports from Atlantic ports, in 1909 they 
equaled 41 per cent. The imports at these Southern 
ports also show a vastly closer touch with the com- 
merce of the world than formerly. For the Gulf ports, 
for instance, the increase in ten years has been 240 per 
cent, while for the Atlantic ports it has been only 76 
per cent. All the Atlantic ports of the South show 
more than 76 per cent gain—the average gain for the 
whole group. The South has “money to burn” on for- 
eign products. 

The total commerce of the South-Atlantic ports now 
overtops the total imports and exports at Boston or at 
Philadelphia. The Gulf ports’ commerce exceeds by 
$100,000,000 the total imports and exports of all the 
North Atlantic ports except New York; the Gulf im- 
ports and exports now equal 33 1-3 per cent of the total 
imports and exports of New York. New York may 
yet be put on the defensive. 

Finally, from the dry figures of Departmental re-

ports the Southern Commercial Congress has dug up 
the information that for the year 1909 unmanufactured 
cotton alone constituted 254% per cent of the total value 
of the domestic exports of the United States, which is 
more than two and one-half times the value of the 
next most important exports—meats and dairy prod- 
ucts.

Mabe. employes, says the Cincinnati Inquirer. 
While, because it has failed to submit it- 
self to their domination, the unions have been attack- 
ing and maligning it, it has gone steadily forward, 
adopting, one after another, a series of regulations in- 
tended and well calculated to advance the well-being 
and happiness of all of its employes. Some time ago 
it made it possible for them to purchase the securities 
of the company on a favorable basis, thus, so far as 
they availed themselves of it, and they have to a large 
extent, securing their co-operation in safeguarding the 
interests of the company by putting them in the posi- 
tion of partners in its business. 

Recently, in view of the prosperity of the company 
and the increased cost of living, it has voluntarily 
given them a handsome increase of wages, and now, 
indicating a genuine concern for their welfare, it has 
thrown over the old system which grew up under the 
common law in regard to employes injured in the line 
of their work, and adopted one much more generous 
and humane. The old system, as is well known, gave 
a man damages for an injury only after a lawsuit, in 
which he had to prove that neither he nor a fellow 
employe contributed to bring about the accident. Now 
the company will compensate the injured voluntarily, 
care for them and their families while the disability 
lasts and pay a fixed sum in case of death. It is un- 
derstood that a comprehensive system of retiring pen- 
sions is also under consideration. 

It is hard to overestimate the difference all these 
changes will make in the well being of the great army 
of people employed by the Steel Corporation, but it is 
no exaggeration to say that this aspect of what it has 
done is of far less importance than the spirit mani- 


fested, and the evident full realization, tardy though * 


some think it, of the fact that the prosperity of capital 
and labor are bound up together, and, that properly 
looked at, their interests are identical. While it is 
not to be expected that all friction will disappear while 
men more or less selfish have to deal with each other, 
it is a cheering and inspiring spectacle to see it dimin- 
ishing, and to find a great aggregation of workmen 
performing their daily toil in substantial harmony and 
with growing good feeling and amelioration of condi- 
tions. ; 

It is impossible to suppose that such a movement, 
instituted and successfully carried on by so leading a 
corporation, can fail to spread. We may with reason- 
able confidence look forward to the time when the at

- RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 


A writer in an English journal points out that the 
inventor of the “adhesive postage stamp” was undoubt- 
edly Rowland Hill. In 1837 he proposed the use of 
“a bit of paper just large enough to bear the stamp, 
and covered at the back with a glutinous wash, which 
the buyer might, by the application of a little moist- 
ure, attach to the back of the letter.” No evidence 
that will bear the slightest scrutiny, we are told, has 
been produced to support the various prior claims 
to the invention of the adhesive postage stamp; and 
even should such a claim be established it could not 
in the slightest degree lessen Rowland Hill’s reputa- 
tion. It was in January, 1840, that uniform penny 
postage in England came into being; but it was not 
“until May of that year that the postage stamps them- 
selves were ready. There were four varieties in all 
—adhesive stamps of the value of 1 penny black and 
2 pence blue, and envelopes of the same values. The 
stamps showed a profile of the youthful queen, after 
a medal by Wyon, and in their severe elegance of de- 
sign and superb engraver’s work form miniature 
works of art that in their kind have never been sur- 
passed or even equaled. The envelopes bore an elab- 
orate allegorical design of William Mulready, R. A., 
in which Britannia was seen dispatching winged mes- 
sengers to all the quarters of the globe. At the end 
of ten years after the introduction of Rowland Hill’s 
stamp only thirteen foreign countries had adopted the 
invention, and it is curious to think that the example 
of Great Britain should first have been followed, in 
1843, not by other great powers, but by Brazil and 
two Swiss cantons. But during the 50’s the acces- 
sions came thick and fast, till by January, 1860, there 
were eighty-five countries that had issued postage 
stamps. These colored labels soon began to attract 
the notice of the curious and early in the 50’s a few 
individuals here and there were forming stamp col- 
lections. But it was not until 1861 that the hobby 
attracted public attention, developing in the following 
year into a veritable craze. 

* * * 

Charged with stealing the metal roofing from the 
steeples of the Roxborough Baptist Church and St. 
John’s Roman Catholic Church in Philadelphia, Earl

sheet metal roofing business. When a man will steal 
the metal roofing from a church steéple, and at such a 
high altitude, and at night, it is prima facie evidence 
that the material was worth going after. It is almost 
a pity he didn’t get away with it.

On the menu of commerce, good beef is in 
greatest demand; desserts are dangerous to business 
digestion. Play the game. If you go in for applause, 
you'll go out without it. Deliver your share day by 
day and your compensation will adjust itself auto- 
matically. There is entirely too much theory of how 
to be successful. It isn’t a matter to be figured out; 
it must be worked out. Correspondence schools can’t 
teach you to be a rich man.

An American consul in a Latin-American country 
reports that horseshoes were formerly imported from 
the United States, but now are made by the local black- 
smiths, who would be glad. to import them if they 
could be made to suit the existing conditions. The 
shoes should be smaller and provided with more holes 
than is customary in the United States, as the horses 
are much smaller and with few exceptions are shod 
only when absolutely necessary. If American manu- 
facturers are willing to meet these conditions the black- 
smiths would gladly import their shoes from the United 
States. A list of general importers in the country in 
question can be obtained from the Bureau of Manu- 
factures, Washington, D. C. When writing the Bu- 
reau for the address, refer to File No. 5112. 

The new plant which Fayette R. Plumb, Inc., of 
Philadelphia, will erect in St. Louis, Mo., to better pro- 
vide for their western business, will comprise 16 build- 
ings, 13 of which will be devoted directly to manu- 
facturing purposes. The plant when completed will 
include the latest developments and improvements 
made in tool manufacture. John G, Brown, Wither- 
spoon Building, Philadelphia, is the designer and build- 
er of the plant. Mayor Hicks of Wellston, the suburb 
of St. Louis where the new plant will be located, 
turned the first spade of earth in the construction work 
on Wednesday morning, June 29. After the ground- 
breaking exercises were completed, the real work be- 
gan, over 100 graders being ready to start digging. 

The Board of United States General’ Appraisers has 
allowed a New York importing firm a lower duty on 
importations of wire composed of iron and nickel. The 
wire, which is of complicated manufacture, is produced 
by forcing an iron core into a nickel tube and then 
drawing the combined article down to the required 
size. Duty was assessed on the wire at 45 per cent 
under the tariff act of 1897, providing for iron or 
steel wire not specially provided for, whether uncov- 
ered or covered with metal. The importers’ contention 
was that, while the goods were dutiable under the 
same paragraph as assessed, the provision specifying 
iron or steel wire “coated” with metal, at the rate of 
2 2-10 cents a pound was more applicable. General 
Appraiser Fischer in his decision for the Board finds 
that the claim’ is well-taken and the protest is accord- 
ingly sustained. 

The annual convention of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association will be held at Denver, Colo., on 
July 12, 13 and 14. On the morning of July 12 the 
opening session will be held. After the introductory 
remarks of President Williams the Mayor of Denver 
will wecome the visitors. At the afternoon session of 
July 12 reports of the President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer will be presented, and those of the Auditing and 
Legislative Committees. At the session of Wednes- 
day morning, July 13, addresses will be delivered by 
representatives of the American Hardware Manufac- 
turers’ Association, the National Hardware Associa- 
tion, California Retail Hardware Association, Texas 
Retail Hardware and Implement Association, and the 
National Federation of Retail Implement and Vehicle 
Dealers’ Associations. At the afternoon of Wednes- 
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day, L. C. Abbott of Marshalltown, Iowa, will speak 
on the importance of the Question Box and how best 
to conduct it. On Thursday morning, July 14, H. F. 
Kreuger of Neenah, Wis., will speak on “Trade Con- 
ditions.” The election of officers will-take place in 
the afternoon of Thursday.

believing that the preliminary arrangements already 
made by the Southern Hardware Jobbers and their 
friends for the reception of the visiting Hardware 
Manufacturers would be somewhat upset if they 
should journey to San Antonio in two parties, one 
entering the State of Texas at the South, by water, 
and the other at the North, by rail, THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN requested of President W. L. Sanford of 
the Southern Hardware Jobbers, by letter, that he fur- 
nish an advance announcement of next year’s conven- 
tion program, in the event that the eastern Hardware 
Manufacturers might abandon their plans to make the 
trip by water, and all arrange to go by rail and re- 
turn by boat, or rail, as convenient or preferable, so 
as to form one unbroken party to Texas. 

In President Sanford’s reply to THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN’S request for an advance announcement of 
the Texas Hardware Jobbers’ plans for next year’s 
convention, which we take pleasure in publishing here- 
with, it will be observed that President Sanford is in 
accord with THe AMERICAN ARTISAN’S suggestion 
that the Hardware Manufacturers make the trip to 
San Antonio in a body, by rail, believing that the 
trip would prove to be restful besides being interest- 
ing and instructive. The return could be made by wa- 
ter or rail, as desired. President Sanford’s letter fol-

The Texas members of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ 
Association and the people generally who are familiar with its

next annual convention at San Antonio, Texas. 

The Texas people feel that a visit to Texas will be a 
revelation to those who have never visited the Southwest and 
that it will be of very great benefit both to the Texas Jobbers 
and to the State at large, and it is our purpose to give our 
Northern friends a touch of high life “in the great and bound- 
ing West.” We purpose that they shall “bust” Bronchos, rope 
Longhorns and see Badger Fights to their heart’s content. 
While Texas is “dry” at this season of the year, San Antonio 
is fairly well “irrigated,” which knowledge will doubtless in- 
fluence a larger attendance than otherwise. 

San Antonio is one of the most interesting cities on the 
Continent, and is an ideal place for a convention. I would 
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suggest that the Manufacturers assemble either in Chicago or 
Saint Louis and make the trip through Oklahoma in private 
Pullmans, making, en route to San Antonio, a stop of one- 
half day each in Dallas, Fort Worth, Waco and Austin. The 
convention will last about two days, and then they can go to 
Houston and Galveston, and, if so disposed, return home via 
steamship from Galveston to New York. This would be a 
very interesting and instructive as well as restful trip. It is 
needless to say that many of the Texas Jobbers would meet 
the Manufacturers at Denison, the northern gateway of the 
state, and remain with them until they embarked at Galveston. 
Those who might not wish to return home by water could 
take the Southern Pacific through New Orleans. 

While the exact date has not been set, it was suggested 
that the convention be held in the early part of May. As so 
many Jobbers take their annual inventory on May 1, I am very 
much in favor of advancing the date to the last week in April. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank you on behalf of the Asso- 
ciation for the complete and splendid account which THE

WHY SALESMEN SHOULD NEVER STUFF AN 
ORDER. 


A great many salesmen—understand, a great many 
—seem just naturally to start wrong, and they finish 
soon. 

When starting out to sell goods it is well for all to 
make up their minds never to stuff an order. And 
under the head of stuffing orders there should be in- 
cluded mention of all “phony” orders. The practice 
is confined generally to newcomers in the field of sales- 
manship. Young salesmen new to the “road,” out 
late nights, and sleeping late, discouraged chaps who 
shy at the embarrassment of showing up at the office 
empty-handed, and fellows who get into the sales de- 
partment and are unsuccessful, help to bring about this 
condition in selling. 

Some sell small bills of goods and write the order 
for ‘increased amounts. Customer orders one dozen, 
gets two gross; orders one ton, gets three tons; in 
many instances, the writer recalls where the firm has 
a credit man whose duty it is to pass on all orders be- 
fore filling. The salesman as a climax to a poor day 
would sit down and write up several large and good 
orders, turn them in to the manager, who would look 
them over, and say: “Nice orders, Smith. Why 
don’t you other boys land ’em this way?” They would 
then be sent to the credit man. They never went any 
farther, as each man or firm to whom they were sold 
either had a reputation as a dead beat and “never 
pay,” or was so rated that it would be foolhardy to 
extend credit. 

The credit man, a good fellow, would simply de- 
stroy them and not report it to the manager. Now, 
who calls himself a salesman and does such things? 
Why, it’s wores than petty larceny. 

Results of stuffing orders run like this: 
comes home and finds that during his absence a lot 
of goods have been delivered and receipted for that 
he never ordered; calls up the firm which made the 
delivery and asks why. The salesman is not in, and 
the firm knows nothing except that the order was 
given in by the salesman. Later on the salesman 
calls up: 

“Thought you needed those goods—market’s going 


Customer 
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up anyhow. You keep them. I will see that you get 
next month’s dating on them.” 

You can’t say you are a salesman and a seller if 
you are addicted to such practice as this. What em- 
ployer would promote you to a better position on the 
road or elsewhere when he knows he could expect this 
kind of sales with a prospect of lawsuits, goods laying 
in freight houses uncalled for, returned shipments, 
long extensions of credit, and money tied up? No 
firm wants such orders or such salesmen. Who wants 
to pay a salary to a person, figuratively speaking, a 
“human ostrich,” who hides his head in sand and 
imagines he won’t be found out. 


This specialty salesman on the road used to “stuff 
’em.” Now, every concern that sends men on the 
road, almost without exception, furnishes order blanks 


for the salesmen with carbon copy, to furnish customer 


duplicate, and the customer fixes his signature affirm-. 


ing order written above. 


Even in the retail stores a clerk with a bad day and 
nothing in the book does not scruple to send out a 
bunch of “C. O. D’s.” to fictitious addresses, which 
are all eventually returned to stock. There they get 
away with it, as often people come in, order goods, 
and for various reasons on delivery decline to receive 
them. 

No firm wants such people on its sales force. Be 
square and upright. I won’t say honest, because I re- 
call well a certain manager who on one occasion said: 
“T don’t think any one’s entitled to credit for being 
honest. If he is not honest no one wants him, and he 
usually lands in jail.” The business is to be had, and 
you can get it if you are strong, right and a hustler.

HEATING AND VENTILATION. 
Tue HEALTH SIDE OF THE HEATING PROBLEM. 











( This address was delivered by E. R. Pritchard, Sec- 
retary of the Department of Health of the City of 
Chicago, at the meeting of the Midland Club, held at 
the La Salle Hotel, Chicago, on June 28th.) 

The two most important matters in connection with 
the construction of buildings intended for human oc- 
cupancy are ventilation and heating. 

I have placed that of heating first, for the reason 
that there is no other agency so absolutely necessary 
for the maintenance of bodily health and vigor as a 
constant and plentiful supply of fresh, pure air. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF FRESH AIR. 

We live in an ocean of air; we all need it, whether 
sick or well, and the more sick we are, the more fresh 
air we should have. The average adult person will 
actually consume approximately 2,800 gallons of air 


every 24 hours; while for both food’ and drink the’ 


needed quantity will not exceed one gallon. Also, a 
man may live 3 days without water, 3 weeks without 
food, and 3 minutes without air. These examples give 
us a definite idea as to the relative importance of air 
with that of food and drink as agencies for 
sustaining life and vigor. 

The victims of the Cherry mine disaster did not 
perish from starvation. If only their supply of God’s 
fresh air had not been cut off, they could all have 
lived until their rescuers reached them. 


QUOTES DR. PARKS. 
In supplying fresh air to indoor occupants, two 
methods are employed: Natural and artificial. The 
eminent Doctor Parks tells us that it is a law of Na- 
ture that air is always in motion, and that what we 
call dead air is actually moving at the rate of from 
one to one-and-a-half miles per hour. He also tells 
us that because this is true, in most cases, and espe- 
cially in dwelling houses, we have only to raise our 
windows from the bottom and lower them a little 
from the top, and the process of ventilation will go 
on without thought or care. 
THE BAD AIR DISEASES. 


But there are times when people on account of dis- 
comfort shut up their homes and refuse to employ 
this natural method of ventilation; and because this 
is true, they breathe impure air; and during all the 
cold weather months, we have a steadily increasing 
death rate from the bad air diseases, namely bron- 
chitis, pneumonia and consumption. Especially is this 
true in Chicago where so large a percentage of the 
population is living in steam-heated tunnels, called by 
courtesy, flats or apartments. 

In fact, so marked has been the increase of the death 
rate from pneumonia and the bad-air diseases in Chi- 
cago during the past ten years, that we have named 
pneumonia as the “New Captain of the Men of Death,” 
and we have come to regard the steam-heated flat, 
with its dry and over-heated atmosphere, a serious 
menace to public health. It was the discovery of the 
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‘indoor conditions under which so many people in 


Chicago were living, that prompted the Department 
of Health to start the campaign for fresh air, which 
it is still waging with all the forces it can command. 

We have also found by a careful study of the mor- 
tality figures of Chicago for the past fifty years, that 
there has been a steadily diminishing death rate from 
all the preventable diseases, except the bad air dis- 
eases. This means that of the diseases amenable to 
sanitary administrations, yellow fever, cholera, small 
pox, typhoid fever and diphtheria have been brought 
largely under control, and the death rates therefrom 
materially reduced; and that while we have been pay- 
ing a great deal of attention to sanitation and spend- 
ing vast sums of money for better water supply, bet- 
ter sewage disposal, better food inspection, etc., we 
have been neglecting the all-important matter of our 
air supply. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF HUMIDITY. 

And now I come to a matter of vital importance -in 
connection with the heating of our homes, and that is 
the lack of humidity. Government experts tell us that 
the indoor air of American homes is 44 per cent dryer 
than it should be; which means that it is 44 per cent 
dryer than the dryest climate on earth; and it is in 
the steam-heated flats or apartments that the most 
excessive dryness of the air, and which is so danger- 
ous to health, is found. In the old days of the coal 
range in the kitchen, with a vessel of water generally 
simmering over the fire, or with the hot-air furnace 
in the basement with its vapor pan carefully looked 
after, the indoor air of many of our homes was by 
no means as dry and dirty as it is in the average 
steam-heated flat of today. 

As a result of our making public the dangerous con- 
ditions of Chicago’s indoor air, several inventive 
geniuses came promptly to the front with devices for 
humidifying the air in steam-heated apartments. , Per- 
haps one of the simplest and most effective of these 
was a thin, deep, sheet iron tank to be attached to 
the radiators and filled with water in which is sus- 
pended a towel which takes up the water by absorp- 
tion as the wick in a lamp does the oil, and thus dis- 
tributes moisture into the air. The inventor of the 
machine, however, evidently built it by the old rule 
of thumb, as he does not tell how many square inches 
of toweling are needed to properly humidify the air 
in a room containing any number of cubic feet of 
air space. 

THE USE OF THE HYGROMETER. 

Most people attach a great deal of importance to 
the thermometer, where, as a matter of fact, it is only 
interesting. The important instrument to have in the 
home, shop or store, is the hygrometer, for with it the 
amount of humidity in the air can easily be determined. 

HEATING AND VENTILATING, SEPARATE PROBLEMS. 

This, I believe, brings me to the points I have had 
in mind from the outset. Let me put them in postu- 
late form: 

First: The proper heating and ventilating of our 


homes are separate and inter-dependent problems, and 
should be so considered by architects and builders 


alike, 
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HUMIDIFICAT!ION, PART OF THE HEATING SYSTEM. 

Second: That the proper humidification of artificial- 
ly warmed air should be a working part of the heat- 
ing system that warms the air, and so far as it is 
practicable, should be automatic in its working, and 
require a minimum amount of attention. 

Now, I am going to add by way of detail that both 
the processes of ventilation and humidification are of 
vital importance to those who make and sell heating 
plants. For on the proper ventilation of the dwelling 
house, we'll say, and on the proper humidification of 
its indoor air, dépend, in a large degree, both the ef- 
ficient and economical operation of the plant itself. 
And both processes should be automatic and continu- 
ous in their operation, or, as I stated a moment ago, 
as nearly so as is practically possible. What makes 
this so is that these are matters people are prone to 
neglect. A dozen or twenty people will sit in a room 
contentedly breathing the same air over and over 
again without a thought as -to its dangerous, even 
deadly character. 

So, it looks to me as though it is up to builders, 
architects and those who are furnishing heat supply, 
to see to it that people get good air, whether they 
want it or not. 

HUMIDIFICATION SAVES COAL BILLS, 

Before an audience of experts it is hardly necessary 
for me to take up your time discussing the details of 
the economy side of ventilation and humidification, as 
applied to heating plants. You know that with the 
proper degree of humidity a room will be more com- 
fortable at 68 degrees F. than it will at 72 degrees 
or even 74 degrees, with an exceedingly dry atmos- 
phere. You also know that it will make an appreciable 
difference in the coal bills for an eight or ten-room 
house. 

So, too, if the processes of ventilation are properly 
carried on, there need not be the waste of warm air 
‘that costs money to produce, that there must neces- 
sarily be wien the fresh air supply is otherwise ob- 
tained. 

DISEASE SHOULD NOT BREED IN HOMES. 


I have no idea how far, or to what exten‘, these 
suggestions I am makimg are likely to meet with your 
approval. I must ask you to bear in mind, however, 
that I am not talking as an expert on furnace con- 
struction. I am speaking solely from the health stand- 
point. What I am trying to express is that modern 
mechanical skill should devise methods of heating 
which do not convert ourdomiciles into disease-breed- 
ing death-traps. 

I am firmly of the opinion that the health of a com- 
munity, of a city, of a state, of a nation, is its most 
valuable asset. And that because this is true, the mat- 
ters of proper heat and air supply for American homes 
are, after all, only problems of tremendous economic 
importance,

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MEETING OF THE AMERICAN SOCIETY OF 
HEATING AND VENTILATING ENGINEERS. 


The semi-annual meeting of the American Society 
of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, was held in St. 
Louis, Mo., on June 30 and July 1. The headquarters 
were at the American Hotel, the sessions being held in 
the theatre adjoining the hotel. The opening session 
was called to order at Io a. m., on June 30, by Presi- 
dent James D. Hoffman, who delivered the following 
address, 

President Hoffman’s Address. 


To the Officers, Members and Friends of the American Soci- 
ety of Heating and Ventilating Engineers. 

As the President of the Society I extend to you greetings 
and words of appreciation on the evident increasing interest 
that is being shown by the individual members and their 
friends in the affairs of the Society. It is not only fair and 
proper to congratulate you upon your past record, but it is 
fitting at this time fo felicitate with you upon the prospects 
of the immediate future. The membership of the Society, 
their officers and committeemen, have all had a part in ad- 
vancing the good name of the Society and have placed it in a 
position where it is doing good work. As a result of this, 
the growth of the Society has been steadily upward. At the 
last annual meeting there were a total of 367 members in all 
grades. Three failed to qualify and seven resigned, reducing 
the number to 357. Of this number 14 were dropped for 
non-payment of dues, giving a net membership of 343 pre- 
ceding the last ballot, which, with its twenty-nine new names, 
makes a total enrollment at the present time, in all grades, 
of 372. This is the largest enrollment in the history of the 
Society. 

In addition to this the Secretary has received seven applica- 
tions for membership since the ballot went out, three of 
these being from St. Louis. A number of men, not identified 
with the Society have been asking concerning membership 
and have expressed a decided interest in favor of the Soci- 
ety and I have every reason to believe that before the end 
of the year our membership will reach above the four hun- 
dred mark. With all our ambition to increase the Society’s 
membership however, it is not alone the number of men that 
we are looking for. We want numbers, to be sure, but with 
the numbers must come the quality. The strength of any 
Society is not so much in its numbers, as in the spirit and 
the enthusiasm of its members. 

Concerning the financial resources of the Society 
Treasurer has about $1,500 on hand; $1,200 are still to be 
paid in on old membership dues and the new ballot brings in 
$750 more, making a total of $3,415, which shows that our 
organization is in first-class condition. 

I feel called upon today, even though I am saying the 
things you already know, to speak of the position the Society 
now holds in its relation to the general public, and the ac- 
companying possibilities for valuable public service. As 
members of the Society we all have a just pride in its ad- 
It has accomplished many things, but the oppor- 
As a 


the 


vancement. 
tunities just ahead are now greater than ever before. 
farmer when he wishes a crop, first prepares the field, so 
giving due credit, these opportunities are presenting them- 
selves to us, in large measure, because of the forces set in 
motion and the agitation caused by the members of this 
organization in previous years. Reforms are now working 
that a few years ago gave little if any evidence of fulfill- 
ment. Public opinion is now, however, tuning up to the 
pitch where it is asking for information. The public health 
and comfort is a subject that was never so much discussed as 
now. A few years ago the engineer with advanced ideas 
was always met with the statement, “the old methods are 
good enough for me,” but now the attitude is, “isn’t there 
something a little better?” The old expression, “you will 
have to show me,” is giving way to “we want information.” 
To be convinced of this fact one has but to read the daily 
and scientific papers. The campaign of education, agitated 
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first by specialists, is now being assisted and backed up by 
those who are not specialized in the work, but who, never- 
theless, are interested in the public welfare. I can see that 
the influence of this Society has been very marked in having 
caused, in a quiet way, a very great amount of this change. 

Our organization has for one of its fundamental princi- 
ples the preservation of the public health, and hence the 
Society is naturally regarded as the organizer and leader in 
such movements as will bring about such results. To be 
effective this organization must be united, to a man, in advo- 
cating principle for principle sake. Private gain is a splen- 
did thing and it is right that every man should look for his 
legitimate share, but the cause of humanity is above the 
cause of any one man. The public confidence is obtained and 
held only in so far as the public is convinced of absolute 
sincerity to honest principles. 

It is safe to say that these reforms for the benefit of the 
public health and comfort do not come by chance, but rather 
through the untiring efforts of men who enter the work with 
the idea of sacrificing some personal gain in a business way. 
The whole remuneration in such a case should be, the satis- 
faction of having done a good and beneficial thing. We have 
two extremes, one, living for our own pleasure of living; 
the other, living for the pleasure of seeing the other fellow 
live. A good many men in this world, I am sorry to say, 
live on the first plan and only two few upon the second. A 
happy mean exists between these two extremes, wherein one 
takes enough of his time from those things that are somewhat 
selfish and personal, and uses it with the same strenuousness 
towards improving conditions for those who are less favor- 
ably placed. Such principles as these, when carried out, devel- 
op what we call public-spirited men, and may be known as 
philanthropy, but I prefer to call it just plain every day 
fair play. 

To illustrate my point, we have merely to refer to the one 
topic which is so universally discussed at this time, i. ¢., 
pure air. The general public has never before been so thor- 
oughly in sympathy with the idea that this is probably the 
greatest health giver at our command, and that all persons, 
no matter what their occupations, should be so surrounded 
with conditions that they will have an abundant supply. In 
this free country of ours it would be rank heresy to speak of 
the employer as owning the employe. This would be taking 
a step far backward, but I venture to say that in very many 
cases, if the employer actually did own those who worked 
for him, he would pay more attention to their personal wel- 
fare than is done at the present time in some of our closely 
crowded work shops where men and- women are compelled 
during one-third to one-half of their entire time to forfeit 
that greatest of blessings, pure air. 

I wish to congratulate the Society and particularly the com- 
mittees working upon this subject, and to express my confi- 
dence that such work will be effective. As an organization 
you must stand for just the things that have been mentioned 
above and it is a credit to this body to see the unselfishness 
with which the work is being done. The success of your 
efforts is not always what you expect, of what you deserve, 
because your energies are directed against Customs of long 
standing, but my advice is to keep everlastingly at it and 
you will be surprised at the results. No man expects every- 
thing to come his way, no matter how hard he has striven. 
I am sure it would be unfortunate if such were the case, 
because he would soon lose his keenness of observation and 
his generalship, from such easily won-successes. 

Another line of work which falls within the scope of this 
Society, but unfortunately a line upon which little has been 
done as yet, is that of research work under the direction of 
the Society. This would require a fund of the Society’s 
money set apart for purely research work. The proposition 
is a good one, as probably most of us would agree, but so far 
the funds have not been available. Much valuable research 
work has been carried on by individuals, to whom we are 
greatly indebted, but there are many purely scientific investi- 
gations that do not appeal to the individual that would be 
great additions to our fund of information, if we could but 
provide for it through the Society’s committees. I do not 
know whether or not we have arrived at the point where the 
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members are sufficiently enthusiastic to propose that such a 
fund be started. It is a subject, nevertheless, that will be 
worth our serious consideration. 

Finally, I wish to express the hope that you will make this 
meeting the most pleasant and profitable summer meeting 
that the Society has ever had.

Reports of various committees were then presented, 
that of the Committee on Legislation for New York 
State being made by W. W. Macon. This report 
proved to be very interesting, and showed what good 
work the committee has accomplished toward the im- 
provement of conditions in New York factories, etc., 
through means of proper ventilation. The committee 
is composed of D. D. Kimball, chairman; C. B. J. 
Snyder, W. W. Macon, William M. Mackay, R. C. 
Carpenter and Frank K. Chew. 

“The Function of the Society and its Achievements”, 
was the subject of a paper prepared by Frank K. Chew 
which was read by W. W. Macon in Mr. Chew’s ab- 
sence. It follows: 

The Function of the Society and Its Achievements. 

Wholly dependent on the individual interest and work 
of its members are the existence and progress of any other 
organized body. The members of the American Society of 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers, as a whole, have not 
realized this fact or have failed for some cause to respond 
to their duties to the Society to give it an impetus that will 
attract other workers to its field. The Society has been 
carried to its present stage through all its vicissitudes by 
a few, and it is time that the many take up the work that 
is rightfully theirs. 

A brief introspection will be helpful. Have you noted 
that an official report stated that all the literature of the 
Society originated with a surprisingly small number? Are 
you one of that number? Applications for copies of the 
Society’s proceedings from universities are increasing. Do 
they contain all that they should? Is it not your duty to 
contribute what you can to make them cover the field? Have 
you consulted them to get information that was not there, 
and did you take steps to supply it when you had secured 
it elsewhere and proved its value? 

The Society has a membership of nearly 400, and yet 
the papers furnished for discussion and forming the basis 
of its valuable volumes of proceedings, have been furnished 
by about five per cent, or one man in every. twenty.- There 
is a way to change this and make the Society of far greater 
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value to each selfish member, and that is for that man to 
resolve to contribute something he knows. Be sure of the 
knowledge and that it is a fact. Long treatises are not es- 
sential. The presentation of a fact so that it is self-evident, 
so that every possible question bearing on it is answered in 
its presentation, is a paper that should bring pride to any 
member. The work may not be ahead of the times. It may 
only be the true record of some common practice, but the 
data it affords will give it interest and value. 

A great advantage will be derived by every member who 
begins the preparation of a detailed account of something 
with which he is familiar, and yet the suggested work will 
add valuably to that store of information he possesses. Such 
work can be done by the member isolated from the busy 
centers as readily as by those who can confer frequently 
with other members on a work for the Society which is 
receiving his attention. The only paper on which I was a 
co-worker was a description of a plant, giving the facts in 
the case and giving all the figures and details, so that it could 
be readily understood, and though I was not at the meeting 
when it was read, it was discussed with great interest by 
many of the members. 

It has been my pleasure to induce many who were pre- 
paring an article for the journal with which I am identified, 
to make it a paper for this Society, and in one instance 
practically all of the papers read at one meeting emanated 
in the office or under the influence of that journal. 

I would say to every member the first duty on receiving 
notice of election as one of the Society is the selection of a 
subject and the beginning of the work of preparing a paper. 
Some papers have taken a year in the collating of the data. 
Some have been written off-hand to supply a need. 

It is time the members provide enough papers to afford 
a selection for presentation at a meeting. They should come 
in at any time during the year. Often the committee can 
give suggestions that will greatly improve a paper all to the 
credit ef the author. The time has been reached when the 
members who have formed the audience owe it to the So- 
ciety to take the stage. They have absorbed information 
until it is incumbent on them to present the digested product 
in the form of a paper. They are not necessarily loyal if 
they are present but fail to tell the facts they possess. There 
is not a member of this Society but knows of some inter- 
esting piece of work about which he can give full partic- 
ulars from the size of the grate and the amount of fuel 
burned to the size of the main and distance to the farthest 
radiator. 

There is a new life in the Society that is sure to de- 
mand better things from the members, The Society is being 
watched critically by those who will be valuable friends and 
members if they are satisfied with what they see. 

It is my intention to let no member escape the respon- 
sibility he has incurred in taking membership. Prepare to 
do your duty to the membership, encourage other members 
to do likewise. The officers need loyal work that each mem- 
ber owes to add to the prestige the Society rightfully enjoys 
from its past achievements.

After some discussion of Mr. Chew’s paper, “The

The final session was held in the afternoon of July 
1, when the following were the topics for discussion: 
“Safeguarding the Profession” ; “Endowments for the 
Society to Further its Work in the Interest of the 
Public.”

THE MASTER SALESMAN. 





No man really exhausts the possibilities of his sub- 
ject, however closely he may approach the limits of 
his own capacity or of his listener’s patience. No 
salesman ever reaches the last possible argument in 
favor of his goods until the personal equation of the 
customer is eliminated. There is some special appli- 
cation of all things to all people; something that ap- 
plies with equal force to no one else. 

This is the vital touch of the successful sale; the 
‘distinguishing impulse that finally decides the sale, 
and it must come out of the customer’s own heart. 
The salesman may introduce it, but he can not par- 
ticipate in its effect, for his own personality only sup- 
ports him to the threshold. There is a mysterious in- 
terior, beyond the reach of his influence, into which 
the customer must go alone and out of which his final 
cecision will present issue. 

This final appeal, this struggle between desire and 
dubious resistance, may be precipitated by some sug- 
gestion from the salesman, worked into special influ- 
ence by the customer’s succeeding train of thoughts. 
An interruption then, an unwise word, may shift the 
tran upon a line of greater resistance. There is a 
time, even in salesmanship, when silence is golden. 

The man who can so nearly follow in his mind the 
workings of another mind that he can read the prob- 
abie verdict being reached, can remain silent while 
the trend of thought is in the direction of a sale, can 
read the danger signal as this counter mind approaches 
some new doubt and, by a word, can start the thought 
ball spinning off along some smoother path, has mac- 
tered, perhaps, so far as it is within the limits of the 
human capacity to master, the art and science of true 
salesmanship. 





OBSTACLES IN BRAZING YELLOW BRASS. 





Instances are constantly coming up in which diffi- 
culty is experienced in brazing yellow brass, and a few 
suggestions on the subject may serve to explain why 
it occurs. A correspondent recently wrote as follows 
to the Brass World: 

“We have had occasion to braze some yellow brass 
rod, made into sleeves, into copper pipe, and with any 
spelter solder we have on hand are unable to braze it. 
There is evidently a spelter solder made for this pur- 
pose, for the reason that we obtain yellow brass tub- 
ing that has been brazed.” 

The question is one of the yellow brass mixture. In 
order to braze yellow brass successfully it must be 
made of a mixture adapted for the purpose, and con- 
tain sufficient copper to raise its melting point above 
that of the solder to such an extent that it will not 
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melt or soften during the brazing operation. The mix- 
ture generally employed for the so-called “spelter- 
solder” for brazing is equal parts of copper and zinc. 
Yellow brass rod as now made contains from 62 to 64 
per cent of copper, so that the melting points of the 
rod and the solder are not sufficiently far apart to al- 
low brazing to take place without the softening of the 
brass rod. For successful brazing it has been found 
that the yellow brass should not contain less than 70 
per cent of copper, and more is preferable. As now 
made, brass tubing that has been brazed contains about 
72 per cent of copper. Some makers use 75 per cent. 
it is called “low brass,” and is brazed with the half- 
and-half spelter solder. It contains so much more cop- 
per than the brazing solder that it does not melt or 
break during the brazing operation. The question of 
brazing yellow brass, then, resolves itself into having 
sufficient copper in it to keep its melting point far 
above that of the brazing solder, and experience has 
demonstrated that it should contain between 70 and 80 


per cent. If less is employed there is always danger 
of failure.

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WHY GOOD ROOFING TIN SOMETIMES FAILS. 





BY RUFUS, THE ROOFER. 


A good roofing material, no matter how good, re- 
quires fair treatment to get the best results from it 
in service. Some of the reasons why good roofing 
tin has failed at times to perform the service expected 
of it, are given below: 

1. Acid used in soldering the seams. 

2. Nails driven through the sheets. This prevents 
sufficient play to allow for expansion and contraction 
of the metal, causing broken seams. 

3. Allowing the roof to stand without paint. Every 
tin roof is scratched more or less in laying, and rust

to the slant height of the connection, as shown at C E£, 
Fig. 1. Then draw the line F G parallel to A B, mak- 
ing A B equal in length to the longer side of the base, 
and F G equal in length to one-quarter of the circum- 
ference of the top. Draw the lines A Fand BG. Lay 
off C K equal to one-half the shorter side of the base 
and erect the perpendicular line G L. With F and G 
as centers, and a radius equal to L K, draw the arcs 
I and H. Through A and B draw lines A J and B H 
tangent, respectively, to.those arcs. At A and B square 
up the lines A M and BN equal to C K, or one-half 
the shorter side of the connection. At M and N draw 
lines M D and N D perpendicular, respectively, to 4 M 
and B N. With D asa center draw the arc O E P 
through the point A. ‘Then the figure M.A BNPEO 
represents the half pattern of the taper connection. 


may start at these points if a coat of paint is not ap- 
plied promptly. 

4. Injurious effect of paints containing graphite 
or tar. : 

5. Under side of the tin unpainted. Moisture often 
condenses here, and at least one coat of good paint 
should be applied before the roof is laid. 

6. Use of tar-paper under the tin. If any sheathing- 
paper is used it should be waterproof, but should con- 
tain no tar, pitch, or similar bituminous substances. 

7. Employing ignorant or careless workmen. Be- 
ware of the low bidder. 

8. Abuse of the finished tin roof. Few people 
realize that scratches damage the soft lead coating of 
the tin. Keep workmen off the roof after it is finished. 
Too often the tin gutters and decks are used as a 
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general thoroughfare for workmen. Rust will start 
where a scratch is deep enough to cut through the 
paint and the lead coating. 

9. Laying the tin roof too flat, without sufficient 
pitch to allow water to drain off. Gutters and decks 
are often found so flat that water and dirt collect in 
shallow puddles. For long service, the steeper the 
pitch, the better. 

10. Neglect or abuse of the roof in service. In 
winter time it is the usual custom for the property 
owner to go on the roof with a steel ‘spade or shovel, 
and clear off the snow; perhaps to take a hatchet and 
chop the ice off the tin. A good tin roof, like any 
other article, deserves some attention. To keep it in 
perfect condition, paint at four or five-year intervals, 
and occasionally clean out the gutters. 

ANOTHER ARGUMENT FOR SHEET METAL 
ROOFING. 





A recent fire at a factory at Waterbury, Conn., gave 
an excellent demonstration of the undesirable nature 
of roofing materials containing inflammable substances, 
and furnished a good argument for sheet metal roofs. 
We quote from a newspaper account of the fire, con- 
tained in-a clipping from the Waterbury (Conn.) Re- 
publican, of June 20, 1910, which was forwarded to 
N. & G. Taylor Company, the Philadelphia tin plate 
house, by a prominent Waterbury architect. (The 
Italics are ours.) 


Fire starting from some unknown cause in the building 
occupied as an acid chamber of the Franklin H. Kalbfleich 
Company’s plant at Riverside Park, early yesterday morning, 
completely destroyed the building with its expensive equip- 
ment, and was only checked by skillful work on the part of 
the fire department from spreading to the other buildings of 
the plant, eleven in number. The loss is placed roughly at 
$12,000, covered by blanket insurance on the whole plant. The 
firemen of the city department had 400 feet of hose put out 
of business by acid flowing from thé burning building. 

The blaze was discovered by the watchman at 4:40 o'clock. 
breaking through the roof of the acid chamber toward the 
rear of the big wooden building. He sent in an alarm....... 
The hose owned by the factory was hitched to a hydrant at 
first, but was abandoned when the city department arrived. 
The first efforts to check the spread of the fire had failed, 
and when the department reached Riverside Park the hun- 
dred feet of the tar roof was sending flames high in the air. 
pide Mears « Nothing remains of the building except the founda- 
tion and of the apparatus, only masses of molten lead. 

It was a fortunate thing for the plant that the mcrning 
was absolutely without wind. Had a stiff breeze been blow- 
ing it would have been almost impossible to save the other 
wooden buildings scattered about the factory lots........ The 
rapid spread of the fire was no doubt due to the fact that 
there were no floors in the building, and it crept rapidly to 
the roof which made of tar-and-gravel, formed excellent 


fuel.

his father, Albert Northrop of Pittsbufgh, with having 
been the first manufacturer of metal ceilings, and 
gives other information relative to the manufacture of 
same which will be read with interest.

Replying to the query of “Subscriber” in your issue of 
June 25, the writer believes that Mr. Albert Northrop of 
Pittsburgh was the first manufacturer of Metal Ceilings, in 
the sense that he first made a specialty of them and adver 
tised them extensively, thus bringing them to the notice of 
the public and into general use. This was in 1878. 

The first Ceiling was crimped and beaded, the bead being 
a half round one-inch and one-half-inch. A few others 
were then put up, of crimped sheets, with mouldings under 
the joints and rosettes at their intersections. About this 
time, 1879, the writer was taken into partnership. 

It was discovered that Mr. Henry Adler had, three or 
four years previously, taken out a patent and put up two 
ceilings of plain sheets, the edges turned square, the joints 
covered by mouldings supported by rosettés at the corners. 
This patent my father and I were able to buy at a small 
price, and we then went at the manufacture and advertising 
of Metal Ceilings with renewed energy. 

The buildings containing the two Adler Ceilings have 
been torn down, but many of the old Northrop Ceilings are 
still to be seen along the streets of Pittsburgh. Two promi- 
nent examples are those in the Bissell Block, Seventh Ave- 
Street, another building at Sixth 
These Ceilings were put up in 1879, 


nue and Smithfield and 
Avenue and Smithfield. 
and are still in apparently perfect order. 

In the early eighties there were Ceilings of Corrugated 
Iron and Mouldings put up by Mr. Kinnear in Columbus, 
and Mr. Wines in New York. Metal Ceilings were first 
stamped by Kinnear in 1886 or 1887, and by the Brooklyn 
Metal Ceiling Co. and by myself in 1888.

Trade 


HARDWARE. 

Notwithstanding the near approach of the summer 
dullness, business in hardware for the past week has 
been relatively good. Prices are being well main- 
tained and prospects for a steady market in the near 
future are promising. The improvement in the rail- 
road situation, due to the better understanding be- 
tween the administration and railroad managers in 
the matter of freight rate regulations, imparted a gen- 
erally better feeling to the trade. A fair amount of 
orders has been placed, accompanied with instructions 
to make prompt shipment. Inquiries from exporters 
continued fairly brisk and the volume of orders was 
highly satisfactory. There continued a seasonable de- 
mand for wire nails. New business, as well as with- 
drawals on contracts for the past week, reached the 
expectations of most manufacturers. Prices are being 
firmly maintained. Nothing of special interest de- 
veloped in the market for cut nails, and under a fair 
demand prices ruled steady. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 at the mill for 
full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than carloads. 
The base price of cut nails at the mill for jobbers is 
$1.95 per keg. The base price is $2 for full carloads 
at the mill and $2.10 for less than carloads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.18 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08 with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03; and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. : 


TIN PLATE. 


There is no change in the condition of the tin plate 
market, and the activity that has prevailed for months 
past still continues. Considerable new business is be- 
ing placed and withdrawals on contracts are heavy. 
The price of tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is 
$8.50 for 100-pound tin plate, 20x28. 





SHEETS. 


Automobile manufacturers have been buying heavily 
of sheets recently, but jobbers have not been increas- 
ing their stocks to any appreciable extent. Prices of 
black and galvanized sheets are still being shaded by 
some manufacturers. The active demand for blue an- 
nealed sheets continues. The Chicago price to retailers 
is $4.10 out of store for 100-pound No. 28 gauge, gal- 
vanized. 


COPPER. 

There is an easier market for ingot copper, and 
sales of electrolytic are reported to have been made 
at 12.35c. There was a slight reaction in the market 
last week and an upward turn in prices was attempted 
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Report. 


by leading selling interests. The improvement was of 
short duration, however, and the present state of the 
market is even worse than before the attempt was 
made to advance prices. 

Imports of copper are running very heavy and the 
Producers’ statement for June is expected to show an 
increase in the surplus of 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 
lbs. The best brands of Lake copper are now held 
at 12c. It is acknowledged that everything depends 
on the success of the United Metals Selling Company 
in marketing the surplus production of the Amalga- 
mated. This interest has uniformly refused to sell its 
copper at the low prices recently current and is cred- 
ited with having largely increased its surplus stock.

Pig lead is quiet and easy, with very little doing.

IRON BARS. 

No change in the situation in iron bars was noted. 
New business placed continued small while the with- 
drawal demand was steady. The close was quiet. 

Quotations are as follows: $1.50@1.55 for best re- 
fined bars and $1.45@1.50 for ordinary. 





COKE. 

There continued a moderate demand for coke, with 
prices unchanged and steady in tone. 

For standard Connellsville, 72-hour foundry coke, 
$2.25@2.50 is asked for the second half of 1910 and 
first half of 1911. Furnace standard 48-hour Connells- 
ville coke is quoted at from $1.75@1.90 for shipment 
over the second half of this year. 





STEEL. 


There is at present a very keen competition for busi- 
ness on the part of the steel mills, as the output con- 
siderably exceeds the consumption. Prices are there- 
fore on a very low.basis, as is proved by the statement 
that the fabricators who have secured the contract 
from the Government for the Panama Canal work have 
the support of the leading mills in the very low basis 
of prices made. This contract will be divided be- 
tween several of the leading interests, including the 
Carnegie Steel Company and the Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Company. 

The new railway bridge at Montreal, to take the 
place of the Victoria bridge, is the most important 
piece of bridge work now in sight and is likely to 
bring out some very low prices in structural work. 
The June total of fabricated work is likely to be over 
160,000 tons, with 150,000 tons still pending. 

A fair amount of activity has been developed dur- 
ing the past week in heavy sections of steel rails, the 
total business placed being estimated at 20,000 tons. 
This includes 2,000 tons of heavy sections for the New 
Haven, 4,000 tons for three roads in the Central West, 
and a number of smaller contracts. Business in rails 
is in sight from Mexico calling for about 60,000 tons, 
though the contracts are not yet ready to be figured 
upon. 

Considerable railway bridge work is still pending, in- 
cluding 6,000 tons for the Florida & East Coast Rail- 
road and a number of smaller contracts, amounting 
altogether to about 10,000 tons. No change is noted 
in pipe, either in tone or prices. 





PIG IRON. 


A better feeling is noted in the pig iron market, as 
more of the foundry men have been obliged to come 
in to the market to satisfy their prospective needs. 
Many of the foundries covered their requirements for 
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the first half of the year pretty thoroughly, but have 
delayed covering themselves for the last half of the 
year as long as possible. A few of them still have 
considerable iron on hand, but in most cases are 
obliged to buy to keep their plants running. 

The recent movement, especially in northern irons, 
has served to reduce stocks at many of the furnaces, 
and, though there is considerable surplus iron at vari- 
ous furnaces, a majority of the furnace men have stif- 
fened up very materially. The furnaces in western 
New York and. Pennsylvania, and in Ohio, are facing 
an advance of 50c per ton in the price of Lake Su- 
perior ore, while pig iron prices are still on a very 
low basis. 

Selling agencies in New York, Philadelphia and the 
Middle West report a very good tonnage recently 
placed, and the situation is showing marked improve- 
ment over the conditions noted a fortnight ago. 

In the Southern field No. 2 foundry iron is quoted 
at $11.50@12 ton, f. o. b. Birmingham, though some 
of the furnacemen are refusing to sell at the lower 
figure named. The above prices are for nearby or 
early shipment. 

Virginia iron is fairly steady, the general asking 
price for No. 2 foundry iron being $14 ton, f. o. b. 
Roanoke. There is a firmer feeling in northern irons. 
There is a very good demand still for low grade iron 
for pipe works, etc., and some good tonnages have re- 
cently been placed. 

Quiet conditions which are prevalent in the pig iron 
business are believed by well-posted men in the trade 
to be a forerunner of a dull summer, with a possibility 
of a revival in the fall of the activity that marked last 
year and led many, to think it would continue through 
this year. 

Conditions are misleading, as there has been con- 
siderable business of a quiet nature, which would make 
a good showing were it not for the fact that, in antici- 
pation of a continuation of the prosperous conditions 
of last year, the capacities of most of the furnaces of 
the country were largely increased. 

“We are transacting the business,” said a representa- 
tive of one of the leading interests, “but there is so 
much uncertainty it doesn’t seem as though we are 
doing anything. For instance, a dealer may come 
down to his office with no orders in sight for the day, 
and on opening his mail find an inquiry for a spot 
delivery that he can meet. None of the orders are 
large, but by the end of the week he finds the showing 
has been creditable, especially when the fact is. taken 
into consideration that this is the dull season, anyway.”
